CONTROL OF TUBERCULOSIS 
On the recommendation of a 
Joint 


board consisting of the state board of 
lealth and the board of trustees of the 
lospital for 
consumptives, appointed 


jy last year's legislature lo frame a 
iultablc policy for the future treatment 
of tuberculosla In Ma-Hsachusetts, a bill 
s lo be. presented to the legislature 
n Ihe near future. A hearing on 
it 


will be held at the state house on 
March 27th, and in order 
to 
sound 


public opinion the committee has lent 
a communication to the Lowell mu- 
nicipal council., among others making 
known the provisions of the bill and 
requesting thefr opinion as lo its mer- 
its. Although the bill alms to render 
ihe existing laws more binding and of 
more-general service, rsther than to 
institute a new departure in state pol- 
icy, it is evident that tho framcrs of 
the regulations desire the stale to have 
absolute control in the care and segre- 
gation of those'affected by the disease.
